LONDON, June 19 (British Wlre- 
lesa) —Announcing that a debate on

Justice to the subject, every part of 
which is inter-related. : : 
“J. must remind the House-that the 
Battle of the Atlantic is.a continuoua 
operation, going on-day by ‘day and 
its seriousness in not by any means 
removed by onything that occurred 
as the year has advanced.” . 
Alarming Statements 
Mr Emmanuel Shinwell strongly 
pressed the Prime Minister to re- 
consider this decision. After refer- 
ting to the “alarming statements” 
recently made by responsible states- 
men, Mr Shinwell said that members 
would exercise the utmost discretion 
in ‘debate and. use it to assist .the 
Government and remove disquiet in 
the public mind. : :

ask the House to be advised by the

would go Into it in great detail when 
they discussed it privately. It would 
be a great pity if they were forced 
to conduct discussions on these most 
gravo matters with the enemy Lsten- 
ingg and every word reaching them 
quite soon, i if, 
Statements could’ and would be 
made by the Government.
